Extract of a prvate letter of the 3d Oct. 
from Lisbon:—‘*The absence of the famous bar- 
ber Viscount de Quelez from Court has given 
rise to numerous conjectures and rumors, Some 
say that he has been murdered in consequence 
of an affair of gallantry, in which he was sur- 
prised by Don Miguel himself in his own palace; 
soine that he has been assassinated at the insti- 
gation of the Old Qucen; and others that he has 
fallen into disgrace, in consequence of his hav- 
ing assured Don Miguel that the English frigate 
the Briton would fire a salute, which expecta- 
tion was not realized. In support of the latter 
assertion it is added, that he was sent yesterday 
'un board the sloop of war Princeza Real, which 
sailed mediately for Rome, the place of his 
exile. Upon the arrival of Mr. Mackenzie at 
Lisbon, he received an intimation to present 
himself at Court, where he would be well re- 
ceived: This he declined doing, and even re- 
fused to receive his exequotur, alleging that he 
only came to exercise the functions of Consul- 
General temporarily, The Briton sailed again 
yesterday for Portsmouth, Capt. Gordon passed 
a great part of the first inst. with the comman- 
der of the French sloop of war La Pomone, 
whom he to dine with him. In the 
morning of the same day, Captain Gordon being 
ashore, an envoy of Don Miguel went on board 
the Briton to carry despatches for the Count 
d*Asseca at London, This Envoy was a princi- 
pal personage of the Court. A servant was sent 
to inform Captain Gordon that an Envoy of Don 
Miguel was waiting to see him. The Captain 
took no notice of the message and did not return 
till his usual dinner hour. The seventeen men, 
forming the crew of the American vessel captur- 
ed of Terceira by Don Miguel's squadron, Sore 
been brought hither, and soutand in the prison 
of Limotero, as criminals.’’

Lonpon, Oct. 22.—The letters from Odessa 
state, that the freights of merchant ships had 
fallen from £6 to £4 per ton, on account of the 
number of ships dackeagel from the Russian 
transport service. 

Further accounts have just been received of 
Captain Ross, who, in the Victory steam ship, 
was, on the 25th of July, in latitude 67 N. The 
fair wind with which they sailed left them the 
day after, and they carried away part of their 
foremast, but would not touch at any port to 
refit, lest it should give rise to unfavorable re- 
ports. After five days more, they got again a 
fair wind, which in a fortnight carried them to 
the harbour of Holsteinberg, in Greenland, 
where they providentially found the Rockwood, 
of London, deserted by her crew, and from 
which, therefore, they replaced their mast, and 
supplied themselves with provisions and stores. 
In a few hours afterwards they sailed in a more 
complete state than when they left England— 
were all in good health and spirits, and had re- 
ceived the most cheering account possible of the 
state of the ice; the inhabitants saying that they 
had never seen 80 little ice; and if ever the north- 
west passage was to be made, it would be this 
year. The wind was fair the weather extreme- 
ly favorable, and the crew behaving in the most 
exemplary manner. It may not, perhaps, be 
known that Captain James Clark Ross, F. R. 8. 
the Captain's nephew, who accompanied him 
and Captain Perry in all the former voyages to 
the polar regions, has also gone out in the pre- 
sent exped lion, 

The Mint is actively engaged at present in 
the coinage of gold. A sum of £50,000 in bul- 
lion and foreign coin was conveyed thither on 
Tuesday for that purpose.
